“Their purpose was to overwhelm 
the British army. They declared it. 
They announced in all their inspired 
press they were doing it. 

“By May 1 they had left us to go 
south to make another attack. They 
knew it could not be done. It is one 
of the finest things of tenacious valor 
in the whole story of the British army. 

“Our losses were great. We took a 
step which only an emergency could 
have justified; that is, the sending of 
lads of 18-20, who had received five or 
six months’ training, into the line.”

THE DENT IN THE DRAFT. — 

Maj. Gen. Enoch Crowder, provost marshal gen- 
eral, explains and urges the necessity of amend- 
ing the draft bill to take in the ages from 18 to 45 
in a letter which accompanied the conscription 
bill introdueed in both houses of congress. 

The government, abandoning the untenable posi- 
tion it so long held with regard to the ages to be 
included in conscription, indorses Crowder’s policy. 

The plea from the government and from the 
responsible military authorities, from the men 
responsible for the raising, training, and organiz- 
ing of the American armies, for the replacement 
and reinforcement of men fighting in France, is for 
haste. | 

It was a mistake not to make the whole power 
of the United States available in the first place. 
As a result the draft is meeting with the most 


serious difficulties. To fill the September quota it 


‘would be necessary, with the present scheme un- 


changed, to make weekly registration of young 


men as they reach the age of 21. 

The senate is responsive to the demands of the 
situation as presented by the administration, but 
in the house of representatives men of influence, 
still mule headed, are backing away from the 
necessity. ® ‘ 

Under the influence of such men the house even 
now reveals itself as a curious culture bed of error 
and stubbornness in error. Representative Dent of 
Alabama is chairman of the house committee on 
military affairs. His peculiar talent for this re- 

sponsible position is found in his repugnance to 
every military plan which is correctly devised. 

Ever since Mr. Dent has been chairman of this 
committee his endeavor has heen to prevent sensi- 
ble procedure and to project out of his own igno- 
rance of military subjects and his own aversion to 
military intelligence schemes devised to do the 
wrong thing in the worst possible way.

Col. Henry Watterson has written “vale” in 
the editorial columns of the Louisville Courier 
Journal and the opportunity of saying a word 
about him is one presented to the affections. This 
old time editor, who goes froni the field in which 
he loved to work, was more than a great editor.

We do not know how Mr. Watterson came by 
the title of colonel and care so little about specific 
and meticulous accuracy in the matter as not 
even to lock tinto any handy volume of personal 
reference available. In its proper application in 


and in Col Watterson’s case it did perfectly, a 
slightly choleric disposition superimposed upon 
an essential benevolence; a violence of expression 
revealing truly considerate perceptions, a parental 
nature capable of commanding, counseling, and 
coddling the centurion’s hundred. 7 

All these attributes were revealed in Col. Wat- 
terson’s character and he ought to have been 
“colonel.” Many skilled and trained intelligences 
are narrow and specific; much talent is mechanical; 
much .genius is unrelated to intelligence. Col. 
Watterson's functions were those of a compre- 
hending perception, broad, conciliating, under- 
standing. Life was on a broad canvas for him, 
ahd his observations upon ft, whether they were 
parochial or general, revealed beneath the enthu- 
siasms, the violence, the caustic expression, and 
the sharp criticism, a comprehension of propor- 
tions and relative values.

ANSWERING A GERMAN CHARGE. 
M. de Billy, French deputy high commissioner, 
has published a denial of the insinuation of Vor- 
waertz that Americans are being flattered into 
recklessness by the French. 

The insinuation is an insult to both the French 

and the Americans. It is probably true that Amer- 
ican fighting spirit has been enhanced by our ad- 
miration and liking for the French, but that is no 
fault of the French. It is also probably true that 
our losses are heavier than they might be. That 
is the ine ditable result of inexperience and will 
pass as our officers and men become veterans. 
But so far as the deliberate influence of the 
French is concerned it is exactly opposite to that 
suggested so contemptibly by the German Socialist 
organ. Anyone who has followed French instruc- 
tion by the able officers sent us to help train our 
new army knows that their constant effort has 
been to give our men the technique which pre- 
serves lives without sacrificing military results. 
At the head of the instructors is Lieut. Col. Paul 
Azan, who in his book, The Warfare of Today,” 
which is ‘made of lectures delivered in Boston, 
tells of the proved French military maxim, Mourir 
pour vaincre (die to conquer); and he offers another 
maxim, not to replace it, for sometimes it is neces- 
sary to die to conquer, but to set beside it: Vaincre 
sans mourir, that is, fight so intelligently that 
lives may be saved. In another place he says: 
“Training is not only the surest way to vie- 
tory, but also the surest way to avoid the useless 
sacrifice of lives.” . 
We may be quite confident that the French high 
command and the French officers will be as eco- 
nomical of American lives as they can be, and their 
superior experience gives them the ability to save 
lives. It is in America—where we have vote seek- 
ing politicians who demand that our troops shall 
be immediately formed into an all American army 
—that there is the false flattery which wastes 
lives. Tortunately our military authorities are not 
demagogues. They hold their duty to thé Amert- 
can soldier and to the country too high not to 
move carefully and to avail themselves of the un- 
surpassed experience and science of the French 
army. 5 | | a

ALERT PARENTS BEST GUARD 
HE great epidemic of 1916 of infan- 
The 


known epidemics of the disease have be- 
gun in the season of which the first week 
in August is about the middle. The com- 
munities sufficiently on their guard to 
prevent infantile paralysis from getting 
headway by Sept. 15 are not lable to be 
troubled by the disease. : 


We have learned very little from the 
| several epidemics through which we have 


passed in recent years, but some head- 
way has been made. One point that is 
of great practical importance is that in- 
fantile paralysis is a two-period disease. 
There is a period of slight fever, diar- 
rhea or constipation, and maybe coryza, 
or apparently a common cold. This lasts 
a few days and is followed by the second 
period, or period of comfort. After a 
few days comes the third period, or pe- 
riod of aches, and still later comes the 
fourth period—the period of muscular 


weakness. 
We know of several other diseases that 


have a period of comfort in betweon 
periods of fever. Smallpox is one, rat- 
bite fever and trench fever are others. 

The first period of feyer has but little 
about it to suggest infantile paralysis, 
but when the disease is around mothers 
will view with suspicion such attacks. 
One good point about such attacks is 
that when they are due to infection with 
the infantile paralysis germ the children 
so affected are thereafter permanently 
protected against infantile paralysis. 
Perhaps some day scientists will learn 
to produce a mild attack of this char- 
acter as a vaccination against the fully 
developed disease, 


oo 
The third period is the one in which an 
observant mother can diagnose the dis- 
ease. If during the warm season a moth- 


er notices that her sick child does not 


want to be held she had ‘ettor suspect 
infantile paralysis. In the third stage 
of the disease to bend the back or neck 
or sometimes the legs causes pain. When 
a sick child is held in the mother’s lap 
his back and neck are necessarily bent. 
This causes pain and the child cries out 
or objects. It is nagural for well children 
to want to be held. If one objects to 
being held look out. Now if a mocher 
can remember back a week or ten days 
and recall a slight attack of fever, bowel 


trouble, or a cold she can be reasonably . 


certain of her diagnosis and she had bet- 
ter get her physician or a health depart- 
ment physician at once. 

In the next stage it is noticed that somo 
muscles are weakened. It may be in 
some simple movement, such as bending 
the ankle forward or backward, or the 
knees, toes, or thighs, or maybe the 
weakness will be in the arms or hands. 
The pain in the affected muscle cr 
muscles will help to locate the points of 
weakness. 

The paralysis and shrinking of muscles 
which forms the popular’ mental picture 
of the disease do not show themselves at 
first. In fact, the acute disease will be 
well passed before any great amcunt of 
shrinking can be neticed. 

If infantile paralysis gets into a town 
it will be kept from spreading if the par- 


ents are on the alert. They must learn 
to suspect the disease when it first ap- 
pears. After that the physicians and 
the health departments will 4o their 
work.

the lungs materially affects this impor- 
tant vital process, Oxidation, which is 
the absorption of the inspired oxygen 
by the haemoglobin of the blood, is car- 
ried to the tissues, where the chemical 
changes involved in nutrition and elimi- 
nation are wrought by the oxygen. 

„ The amount of food taken must be 
graduated to the intake of oxygen.’ The 
book contains a table showing the air 
capacity of the lungs in health and in 
consumption. The decrease of the cubic 
inches of air that the lungs will hold is 
sO very great in consumption that the 
usual amount of food can’t be digested ; 
the partially digested food generates into 
an inferior order of germ life called mal- 
generations. So I understand that I 
aided: the disease by giving so much sur- 
plus food, that was turned into more 
germs, the system being too weak to 
throw it off. The book referred to duotes 
an eminent doctor’s statement that a 
person gets 100 times more oxygen out- 
doors than can be obtained in a venti- 
lated room.“ 7 

REPLY. : 

‘It is unfortunate that this book fell into 
your hands. Try to forget it. The state- 
ment that excess of food breeds bacteria is 
rank nonsense. The statements about varia- 
tions in the absorption of oxygen and in 
oxidation of food are mixtures of error and 
truth in proportion of about 9 to 1. Many 
cases of consumption progress rapidly in 
spite of all that cam be done. You have 
nothing to reproach yourself for. ?

~ GOOD CHEER FOR OUR WOUNDED SOLDIERS | 


LETTER was received yester- 
terda by Mrs. Russell Ty- 
son, chairmgn of the Chicago 
committee of the American Fund for 
French Wounded, from Mrs. J. Gor- 
don Wilson of Chicago. Mrs. Wilson, 
who lives at 5755 Kenwood avenue, 


‘went over in June to work with the 


American fund. It is Mrs. Wiulson's 
second stay in France since the war- 
began, i . :

PARIS, July 16.— We are now very 
much in the war zone. As I write you 
I can plainly hear the great thunder 
of the guns on the front, only a few 
miles away, punctuated every fifteen 
minutes by a nearby explosion from 
Big Bertha. We are now being bom: 
barded, but all Paris remains calm. 

Yesterday evening we heard one very 
close at hand. We rushed along the 
street and in a few minutes were on 
the scene. The shell had burst in the 
middle of the road, making a hole a 
foot or two deep and a few yards 
across, throwing pieces of brick pave- 
ment and stones in every direction. 
No one seemed to have been injured 
at that place, and we took a look and 
moved away, but all day long the shells 
came and must have found many 
marks. 

In looking back now over these days 
in Paris I think the most lasting im- 
pression in my mind was the first sight 
of American wounded. The hospitals 
were crowded with them when we ar- 
rived, but they are being evacuated 
fast now to make room for the fresh 
arrivals we saw pouring into the city 
yesterday. iI don’t think any one see- 
ing those splendid troops march off to 
the battle front can picture the sight 
of the return of those who have paid 
the price. 

One thing, however, stands out above 
everything else when you visit them, 
and that is their splendid spirits and 
cheerfulness; none are discouraged, all 
are ready to go back as soon as they 
are able. They all say the same thing: 
Tell them back home that we are not 
coming back without the victory.”

The American Fund for French 
Wounded has grown enormously in 
the scope and volume of its work since 
I was here in 1917. Where before we 
had perhaps a scant layer of cases on 
the floor of the theafer, we have now 
pyramids; where we sent out hundreds 
of bales of supplies to the hospitals we 
now send out thousands. The value of 
the work for the French wounded all 
over France can never be overestimat- 
ed. The A. F. F. W. has filled the 
gaps in a hundred places and has ac- 
tually made it possible for many small 
hospitals to continue to exist and save 
lives, 

It has never been possible for France 
to supply in abundance to ,hospitals 
many things that we consider ‘necessi- 
ties, and after visiting the American 
hospitals, with their wealth of sup- 
plies and comforts for the wounded, the 
French hospitals seem bare and cheer- 
less by comparison. | 

We have assisted on the 4th and 
14th of July at two most wonderful 
parties given for the soldiers of the 
allies. The Red Cross asked the A. F. 
F. W. to give the party on the Fourth.

at their expense and the personnel of 


the Alcazar worked hard and whole 


heartedly to make it a success. We 
had the entire upper floor of the “ Am- 
bassadeurs restaurant, including the 
wide balconies overhung with trees. 
We invited 500 wounded men and pre- 
pared to give them a good variety en- 
tertainment, as well as all kinds of 
things to eat, including white bread 
sandwiches and cake. The Red Cross 
furnished the flour and sugar, two items 
which it would have been impossi- 
ble to secure otherwise. We had plenty 
of cigarets and presents for every one. 
The day was a glorious gne, warm and 
sunny, and so we hoped that all our 
wounded would be able to come.

Our American boys were the first 
arrivals, Those of us who stood at the 


head of the stairs could hardly keep’ 


back the tears as we watched those 
splendid youths being half carried or 
borne up and put in their places. We 
put pillows. udder poor stumps and 
made room for stiff and bandaged 
limbs and still the slow procession 
came up the stairs. French blind and 
wounded, American boys with band- 
aged heads and arms, a British 
Tommy, helpless in a wheeled chair, 
tenderly borne by an army officer and 
an American Red Cross man, all com- 
ing up into the sunshine with bright 
faces and high spirits and expectant 
looks. 

It was not long before all the ice was 
broken and we were the merriest com- 
pany and the best of friends in the 
world. I wish you could have heard 
the shouts of laughter over the antics 
of the acrobats or the exclamations of 
delight over the presents. It was a 
happy afternoon for us all and when 
the bearers came and told the boys 
that they had come for them to go 
back to the hospital again, there was 
a general wall“ they wanted to stay 
a little longer,” “they were having 
such a good time.” “ Best day I’ve 
had in France, sister,” many a one 
said as he shook hands at the last 
and joined the slow procession to the 
waiting ambulances. ~

I want to tell you that I have had a 
talk with the first American boy to be 
blinded. He is only 19 years old and 
does not know yet that he will never 
see. He is able to be up and can get 
about fairly well with his little cane.

M. C. A. of their different sec- 
tions of the city and tuen drive to head- 
quarters and bring back all the boys 
they can accommodate. 

Up to this time this work has been 
conscientiously taken care of by a few 
owners of machines, who have given 
their time between 10 and 12 o'clock 
Saturday night for this work, but the 
work could be done much more efficiently 
if owners of machines in each section of 
the city would volunteer their services 
for this work, either for every Satur@ay 
or for as many as they can.

With hundreds of thousands of Chi- 


cagoans daily visiting ths beaches and 
th parks along the lake during the 
present heat wave, the Chicago plan 
commission has issued a statement call- 
ing attention to the necessity of prose 
cuting the lake front reclamation pfoj- 
ect.

Automobile Council Is i 


Organized at Lab- 


oratories. 


BY THOMAS R. WEDDELL. 

Organization of the automobile coun- 
cil of the Underwriters’ Laboratories 
was completed yesterday. Its scope 
will be similar to those of the fire 
council and the safety council of the 
laboratories. Locking devices were 
considered at length and other fea- 
tures connected with the fire and ac- 
cident hazards of automobiles, togeth - 


er with the important matter of stand. || 


ards for automobile construction apd 
protection. 


It is possible that out of this matter 


of automobile standards may de 
evolved a schedule for rating autom o- 
billes. “The insurance rates are now 
based chiefly upon price and horse- 
power. Many underwriters believe 
that they should be based upon the 
hazards of the machine, just as the 
rate for a building is based upon its 
construction, protection, and occupan- 
cy. The laboratories are now attempt- 
ing to establish standards for the gaso- 
line parts of automobiles, which consti- 
tute its principal hazard. It is also 
to standardize the electrical wiring in 
its relationship to the gasoline firing 
parts, together with the handling of 
gasoline overflows, carburizing, and 
other hazards. Standards are also be- 
ing sought on brake linings, which ure 
an important factor in the accident 
hazard, and on the strength of frames, 
axles, wheels, frames, steering gears, 
and other parts. 

The underwriters say that when this 
work is done two cars with the same 
price and horsepower and rated identi- 
cally under the present system would 
be shown to have very different haz- 
ards as regards fire and accident liabil- 
ity because of their construction, pro- 
tection, and arrangement. A schedule, 
for rating cars could be worked up 
from this and would be more equitable 
and would encourage proper construc- 
tion and protection.
